Dear Toni, 

This letter is meant for the person I refer to as "Sweetheart". My Sweetheart was a 
joyous, loving being - a fighting angel that upheld the right, not matter how hard, and had 
the strength to do whatever it took. My Sweetheart swore on the life of her son that she 
would never hurt me, leave me and would be loyal to me - no matter what happened. My 
Sweetheart swore that she had grown from the first time she experienced this lesson and 
would keep a diary in remembrance in case she needed strength. My Sweetheart loves 
children and wanted another of her own, loves music, art, intelligence, learning and all 
that is good. My Sweetheart swore to protect me at all costs and truly understood the 
difficulty of the task I undertook. She was so grateful to be my partner, and my other part, 
to bring dreams to reality. She loved the mission, ESP and teaching - and we had some 
wonderful times together. She loved the soft caresses and the deep connection we had 
through our eyes. She recognized there was no one else for her and experienced the true 
feeling of completion when she opened herself to me. We had a dance where we held 
hands and I would sing to her as she held her head up against mine. It is to this person I 
write - if she is still alive. If not, may this serve as a tribute to a perfect love once 
experienced. 

You may also want to look at the pictures enclosed. Two of them were taken in August, 
the other one was taken in February - although you were the same weight, look at the 
difference in glow, happiness and energy. Which would you rather be? Sweetheart was 
in August - you are now even further off than February! 

Ideally letter below is to be read alone, in privacy, while the enclosed tape is playing - it 
is also preferred if the accompanying rose is visible and fragrant. The whiteness of the 
rose symbolizes pure love. The tape contains the song Moonlight Sonata (first movement) 
played 2 different ways twice. This means the song repeats 4 times. I apologize to 
Beethoven ahead of time for my unorthodox method of play and the poor quality of this 
copy. Sweetheart should note that the original is available to her (as well as the artist) if 
she is listening. Such a rendition would best be experienced in Shutters or Coeur 
D' Alene. So please, go to a private place alone, set the rose, turn down the lights, put on 
the tape and listen to me play to ycu as you read this letter. I hope that our 8 years 
together mean enough to you to afford us this last embrace. . . 

"Dear Sweetheart, 

you may now understand for the first time truCy how I Cove you. 
JlCthough you have wronged me more than you wiCC ever wrong 
anyone eCse, I stid offer my hand to you. lYho eCse wouCd ever he so 
committed, so CoyaC? JKsk yourseCf if anyone put in my position 
wouCd stdC Be therefor you? 



My Sweetheart, Cet me expCain my understanding: lYhen you first 
came Back after Mark Q. and your wrong-doings around film, I 
sfiowedyou flow wonderful and compCete our reCationship couCdBe. 
I toCdyou that you couCd have aBsoCuteCy everything you wanted 
once you grew. J pCedged- at aCC costs - to heCp you do this: over- 
come your neediness and open your heart through growth. 1 did 
not teCCyou exactCy what growth was Because it was something that 
had to come from you. Now I wiCt expCain. Cjrowth was simpCy 3 
things: 1. you had to open your heart and give as much as you took, 
you wouCdthen never Be dependent on others or need others to do 
things for you (Be "do for s") to make you feeC good. 2. you had to 
apoCogize sincereCy for what you had done. 3. Vou needed to [earn 
to trust yourseCf so you couCd trust me compCeteCy. 

I gave you the name "Tookie" so that you might readze the first 
thing and waited patient Cy over the years for the day when you 
wouCd say "Oh Xeith, I am truCy sorry aBout what I did, I was 
wrong." JAt that point, the w or Cd wouCd stand stiCC and aCCwouCd 
transform to your perfect reCationship. HeCating to trust, at this 
point I can aCso teCCyou what I couCdnot teCCyou white we were 
together. I was aCways faithfuC to our reCationship (funny enough, 
your Brother asked me this) But if J toCdyou or if I didnot Ceave 
room for douBt you couCdnever Cearn to trust, you see, if you know 
something it is not trust, it is knowCedge. 

JAs the years passedl had to give you Cess and Cess hoping to wean 
you of the "taking" addiction. "This is the way I knew this test 
wouCd come in 5 to 6 years from the Mark Cj. incident (rememBer, I 
s aid you couCd grow over night, But if you didn't, it wouCdtake 5 to 
6 years for another test of your trustworthiness and CoyaCty to come 
aBout). Over the past year, our reCationship had come to the point 
where I was no Conger giving to you more than you were giving to 
me (how much have you truCy given to me in the past year?). 'This 
was in the hopes that we couCdfinaCCy connect through equaC 
mutuaC exchange. JAn additional factor was my teCCing you Cess and 
Cess aBout my whereaBouts and activities (in actuadty, our 
reCationship was never vioCatad). This was done so that you wouCd 
eventuaCCy face me or finaCCy trust me. Oh Sweetheart, I know how 
ConeCy you must have feCt andl aCso know much your need to "take" 
made you feeC unfuCfiCCed and unsupported (you said so yourseCf. 



Hut, feeding this addiction couCdnot make it Better, it had to Be 
overcome. I have aCways taken care of you whether you knew it or 
not. If you Cook Back, when things got rough, didn't it aCways 
somehow work out? Just when money or resources were needed, 
didn't I just happen to make them come into Being? I couCdnot Cet 
you know how much I actuaCCy did Behind the scenes Because then I 
wouCd have Been feeding your "taking" addiction. "But if you Cook 
cCoseCy, you wiCCsee that somehow things aCways seemed to work out 
andif you carefuCCy traced them Back, you wiCC find they most often 
came from me. But now you have run away and hid and are too 
scared to come Back. yVouCdVagny do this? 

I BeCieve that when youfeCt so aCone and unsupported you chose not 
to fight your addiction But give in to it. M first, you spoke 
negativeCy aBout me to Scott and this is when my Sweetheart Began 
to die. "this gathered sympathy andyou Bonded negativeCy with 
him. "This made you feeC understood and strong, But actuaCCy my 
Sweetheart was now trapped in an ever-increasing downward 
spiraC. Oh honey, this was one of those times where you had to heCp 
yourseCf - you were so sad and! was sad with you But I couCdnot 
Cet you know. Speaking negativeCy to Scott aBout me is what is 
known as an "overt" in Dianetics and it has another effect of 
separating you from me (destroying us). 'With each negative 
statement, you Bonded with him and puCCed away from me - you 
aCso Became increasingCy angry with me (this is another effect of 
overts - you speak against someone, then you Become angry at them 
to justify speaking against them.) ?AdditionaCCy, Scott served you 
weCC. 'this fedinto the "taking" addiction andmade youfeeC 
supported and 'vaCuaBCe. SadCy, I understood But refused to do what 
was easy - I insisted on doing what was right. I couCd have served 
you to keep you But I knew this wouCd actuaCCy hurt you and your 
inner strength. So I sacrificed "us" for you - Because your true 
happiness was ( and is) a higher vaCue than any dependency 
reCationship Between us. It was important you Covedme for what I 
was - not what I did for you. 

The next step was your initiation of the saxuaC reCationship Between 
yourseCf and Scott. ~\Vhcn I first knew this, I had hoped you wouCd 
overcome your defiance, anger and spite (these were caused By 
your increasing disCoyaCty towards me/us) and open your heart. I 



even askedyou if you 'wanted to end our personal reCationshipl you 
refused. I aCso knew the Conger your affair went on, the more you 
wouCd have to justify it and make yourseCf BeCieve it was good, you 
even convinced y our seCf you couCdnot possiBCy Cove me if you were 
having an affair. JAs you see, this reasoning is not true, you had 
aCso started hiding more andmore things (money etc.) and with 
each act against me/us, you Became angrier with me. I continued 
to hope Nancy couCdheCp you open your heart, But you were too 
angry with me over your BetrayaC. you immersed your seCf in 
unnecessary deBt andmany unnecessary hours of work spending 
more andmore time with Scott and justifying a way to carve me 
out of your Cife. 'Unfortunate Cy, you did not understand how deepCy 
I cared, you didnot need to steal from me or carve me out of your 
Cife to protect yourseCf. you assumed! wouCd treat you as you 
wouCd have treatedme under simiCar circumstances. 'This is just 
not so. It is important to note you do not trust peopCe Because you 
cannot Be trusted (this is aCso proven By your actions). HememBer, 
I trust everyone (incCuding you) Because I can't imagine a person- 
Being untrustworthy. This is Because I am very trustworthy. JAfter 
what you have done to Nancy, my seCf and others, this second time 
your CoyaCty and honor was tested, there is onCy one way you can 
ever trust yourseCf again, you have to make right your worst 
wrongs. If you don't, you wiCCnever know if you can Ceada 
trustworthy Cife. If you were the judge of your wrongs, to right 
them wouCdBe impossiBCy hard. 'But you are deaCing with peopCe 
who think differentCy than you. you rememBer the anger and spite 
with which you did these actions - this was so intense, you imagine 
it to Be impossiBCe to undo. ^Vhen you deaCwith compassionate 
peopCe, if you take way the 'intensity of emotion, the actions maybe 
are not that Bad and possiBCy easier to rectify than you can 
imagine. 

On the day of our Cast phone caCC, when you made it cCear you did 
not want to respect me, and were going to take Nancy's money 
inappropriateCy , I contempCated our future. I knew I couCdnot 
support your Behaviar (you knew this aCso, that's why you picked 
the fight so we wovdd separate). I knew of your re Cations hip with 
Scott and I knew of your hiding of Business and money. I thought, 
""WiCCshe ever Break out of this downward spiraC? Can this person 
on the other end of the phone Be the mother ofJACyx? AViCCshe ever 



have the strength to over-come aCC of these justifications and anger 
towardme to take herj>Cace as my other part?" The answer to 
these questions was "most CikeCy no." So at that moment, I gave up 
hope in my aBidty to change the situation and I surrendered "us" to 
the universe to see what wouCd happen. I Cater discovered this path 
Ceads to not very nice things for you and it appears my Sweetheart 
may wed go tojaiC. I pray this does not happen hut I don't think 
my Sweetheart has anyone to heCp her where she is. I think she is 
now aCone and trapped. 'There is onCy one thing worse than a Cife 
where you have to right aCC of your wrongs... a Cife where you don't! 

I don't know if you see this as a knight in shining armor coming to 
rescue you or Dustin Sdoffman in The (graduate coming to the 
church on a motorcycCe or just afondfareweCC. Whatever you are 
going through in Cife, it is aCways Better to have aperson of true 
strength and ahidty to heCp. I know I can heCp. XasiCy. No matter 
what happens, I wiCC aCways have fond memories of that portion of 
Cife we shared. 

I wouCd Cike to meet with you secretCy - no one that either of us 
knows can know aBout it. I am going to give you a cCue that onCy 
you and I know. There is a good chance you won't remember this (I 
reaCCy hope you do). If anyone eCse is reading this Cetter {and out of 
honor andrespect for me, us and our past I hope you keep them 
away) you can pretend you don't know the cCue even if you do. The 
cCue wiCC give you a time to caCCme - no one eCse wiCC know. I wiCC 
aCso provide a phone numBer that onCy you have. This number wiCC 
onCy Be op erationaC right around the time you shouCd caCC. The cCue 
is: we were in a casino, and the announcer was speaking of 
"'BeCgium. . ." the next word he said is the cCue word (gosh, I hope you 
get this.) Take the 3 rd Cetter of the cCue word and find the time to 
caCCas me foCCows: "a" is 1pm, "B" is 2pm, "c" is 3pm, "d' is 4pm, "e" is 
5pm etc. (just continue the pattern if necessary). CkCCme tomorrow, 
Thursday, at that time. The phone numBer is 461-8384. T)o not Cet 
anyone know. I wiCCnot Cet anyone know. "We can then make 
arrangements to meet. TCease have Sweetheart caCC andnoBody 
aCsel 

I know how so, so tiredyou must Be. Sweetheart, it does not have to 
Be this way. Circumstances may Be hard But sometimes I can 



provide a CittCe magic (and sometimes a whoCe Cot more) that heCps 
make things OX. ^Ve had so much to BuiCd together (remember 
negotiating at shows, remember how great it was!) I continue to 
BuiCdyet without you at my side. "We aCso have so many memories 
to cherish. I wiCC forever miss my Sweetheart so much. Tach night, 
I meet with her and we hoCd hands and Oh, how we danced (my 
mother sang this toot). I hope my Sweetheart caCCs. If not, then 
shaCCl dance with my Sweetheart forever in my dreams, hut never 
again in reaC Cife shaCCwe touch for my Sweetheart wiCCno Conger 
exist. 

you once spoke the words of the IrnmortaC 'Be Coved to me, you swore 
on the Cife of your son that it was thus. CouCd these words ever 
appCy to anyone eCse But us? 

"My angeC, my aCC, my very self... .my thoughts go out to you, my 
IrnmortaC BeCoved, now and then joy fuCCy, then sadCy, waiting to 
Cearn whether or not fate wdChear us - 1 can Cive onCy whoCCy with 
you or not at aCC... Be caCm - Cove me - today - yesterday - what 
tear fuC Congings for you - you - you - my Cife - my aCC - fareweCC. Oh 
continue to Cove - never misjudge the most faithfuC heart of your 
BeCoved.
